Synopsis:  Plans  for  the  2002  Olympic  Winter  Games. 

Details:  As  Salt  Lake  City  is  aware,  by  invitation  from  Salt 

Lake,  SSRaI  I attended  meeting  at  Salt  Lake  on 

9/24/1998,  to  provide  input  as  an  FBI  bomb  technician.  Discussed 
at  this  meeting  were  preliminary  plans  for  securing  the  Olympic 
Village  site,  which  is  to  be  built  upon  the  grounds  of  the 
University  of  Utah.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  Representatives 


presented  their  preliminary  report  outlining  security  fencing, 
intrusion  detection  system  for  that  fencing,  access  points  to  the 
compound,  CCTV,  lighting,  video  recording,  and  communications 
recommendations.  The  report  furnished  by  I I is 

extremely  useful  in  serving  as  a basic  blueprint  for  security  of 
the  village.  However,  in  order  to  adequately  protect  against 
introduction  of  an  explosive,  chemical  or  biological  weapon  into 
the  compound,  input  and  recommendations  from  bomb  technicians  is 
very  much  a need. 

Los  Angeles  notes  that  through  the  bomb  technicians 
community,  Los  Angeles  has  access  to  plans  compiled  for  the  1984 
Olympics  in  Los  Angeles,  as  well  as  a large  body  of  knowledge 
concerning  protective  measures  that  can  be  applied  cheaply  and 
effectively  if  they’re  included  in  the  initial  plans.  Los 
Angeles  has  taken  the  liberty  to  construct  a list  of  general 
recommendations  specific  to  protecting  such  a site  as  is  proposed 
for  the  Salt  Lake  Winter  Games,  and  is  furnishing  this  to  Salt 
Lake  by  separate  EC.

Synopsis:  Reference  Olympic  Village  Security  Meeting,  9/24/1998. 

Details:  For  the  benefit  of  the  Salt  Lake  Division,  the 

following  sets  forth  preliminary  concerns  and  suggestions 
concerning  the  risks  of  an  explosive  or  chemical/biological 
attack  against  the  Olympic  Village.  Based  on  the  information . 
furnished  to  date,  these  areas  should  be  given  consideration  in 
the  planning  of  the  Olympic  Village. 

The  three  categories  to  be  addressed  in  planning  for 
protection  against  an  explosive  or  other  weapon  of  mass 
destruction  attack  are:  1)  control  of  access;  2)  hardening  and 
containment  within  the  target  site;  and  3)  response  to  a 
suspected  device  or  actual  device. 

CONTROL  OF  ACCESS: 

Control  of  access  to  the  area  by  humans  and/or  via 
introduction  of  a package  containing  a device  has  not  yet  been 
fully  addressed.  Consideration  must  be  given  to  access  by  humans 
through  storm  sewers,  normal  sewer  systems,  and  underground 
passages  housing  utilities.  On  a temporary  basis,  access  to  such 
underground  passageways  may  be  temporarily  controlled  by  simply 
welding  down  access  caps  to  these  areas  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
outside  the  compound.  Thought  may  also  be  given  to  introducing 
intrusion  detection  devices  into  these  underground  corridors 
where  they  make  appearances  within  the  compound. 

Consideration  should  also  be  given  to  controlling  of 
airspace  above  the  compound.  Potential  landing  zones  within  the 
compound  can  be  denied  by  use  of  a simple  pole  and  cable  system 
which  would  preclude  a helicopter  from  landing.  Such  systems  are 
typically  found  in  Federal  penitentiaries  throughout  the  United 
States . 


• • 
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While  current  plans  call  for  all  materials  brought  into 
the  compound  to  first  be  staged  at  a warehouse,  it  should  be 
ensured  that  this  an  absolute  in  all  cases  including  mail 
deliveries.  Additionally,  some  sort  of  screening  process  should 
be  set  up,  possibly  using  X-ray  and  other  technologies  to  inspect 
mail  and  other  small  packages  being  introduced  into  the  compound. 
Such  inspection  should  take  place  at  the  warehouse  that  serves  as 
a staging  point  for  supplies.  Additionally,  personnel  should  be 
trained  in  inspecting  incoming  supplies  in  order  to  minimize  the 
risk  of  the  introduction  of  a chemical/biological/explosive 
(C/B/E)  device  with  supplies. 

HARDENING  AMD  CONTAINMENT: 

Consideration  should  be  given  to  hardening  the 
buildings  within  the  compound  if  this  is  possible.  Use  of 
annealed  glass,  lamination  of  glass,  and  ensuring  that  areas 
where  persons  gather  inside  the  building,  (dining  areas,  etc.) 
are  away  from  the  windows. 

Consideration  should  be  given  to  the  ventilation  system 
within  buildings.  In  multi-story  buildings  it  may  be  desirable 
to  isolate  the  ventilation  system  on  each  floor.  The  ability  to 
either  isolate  each  floor’s  ventilation  system,,  or  to  have  each 
floor  on  a separate,  independent  ventilation  system  can  preclude 
the  dispersal  of  a chemical  or  biological  agent.  Access  to  the 
ventilation  system,  itself,  should  be  in  a controlled  area  for 
the  same  reason. 

Windows  on  lower  floors  of  buildings  should  be'  located 
in  such  a way  as  they  are  not  readily  accessible  by  persons 
outside  the  building.  It  is  further  desirable  that  these  windows 
not  open. 


Inasmuch  as  the  entire  Olympic  Village  is  a target 
area,  it  is  recommended  that  the  command  post  controlling 
security  for  this  target  area  be  placed  outside  the  compound.  It 
is  further  recommended  that  it  be  placed  one-half,  to  one  block 
away  from  the  perimeter.  This  will  allow  access  between  the 
command  post  and  the  compound  yet  effectively  removes  the  command 
post  from  the  target  area. 

The  proposed  fencing  may  deny  immediate  access,  but 
alternately  may  not  stop  a large  explosive  device  from  creating 
considerable  damage  within  the  compound  if  it  functions  outside 
the  fence.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  an  attenuation 
barrier  be  built.  Simple  half-inch  plywood  sheeting  placed  at  an 
angle  is  an  effective  tool  for  deflecting  the  shockwave  from  an 
explosive  device.  This  may  be  enhanced  by  placing  a sand  berm

behind  this  shockwave  barrier.  The  sand  berm  serves  the  purpose 
of  slowing  or  stopping  fragmentation  from  an  explosive  device. 
While  this  may  not  be  necessary  at  all  points  along  the 
perimeter,  it  may  be  desirable  where  the  perimeter  is  in  close 
proximity  to  target  buildings. 

RESPONSE  TO  CHEMICAL /BIOLOGICAL /EXPLOSIVE  DEVICE 
OR  SUSPECT  DEVICE: 

In  planning  the  Olympic  Village,  consideration  should 
be  given  to  including  staging  areas  for  civilian  bomb  technicians 
and  their  equipment.  Technicians  will  obviously  be  arriving  and 
departing  on  a shift  basis  and  will  need  areas  to  park  their 
vehicles  and  stage  equipment  within  the  compound.  Included  among 
their  equipment  will  be  X-ray  equipment,  disrupters,  and 
containment  vessels.  These  are  sizable  items  which  not  only  need 
to  be  staged  within  the  compound,  but  must  have  mobility  within 
the  compound.  Trained  bomb  technicians  will  respond  to 
suspicious  packages  found  within  the  compound  and  conduct 
screening  of  those  packages  on  site.  They  may  also  either 
attempt  to  remove  the  package,  utilizing  a containment  vessel,  or 
render  the  package  safe  by  use  of  a disrupter.  It  can  be 
anticipated  that,  ,at  minimum,  some  screening  will  occur  during 
the  course  of  the  active  period  of  this  compound.  Additionally, 
consideration  should  be  given  to  staging  areas  for 
decontamination  zones  in  the  event  of  a chemical  or  biological 
device  being  encountered. 

As  previously  noted,  the  above  considerations  are  only 
preliminary  based  on  the  information  furnished  to  date.  It  is. 
recommended  that  these  considerations  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Salt  Lake  Olympic  Committee  for  discussion  and  planning 
purposes .

Details:  The  DT/CPS,  NSD  was  established,  in  part,  as  a result 
of  Presidential  Decision  Directive  39  (PDD-39)  and  the  passage  of 
the  Anti -Terrorism  and  Effective  Death  Penalty  Act  of  1996,  18 
U.S.C.  2332b  (f)  and  (g)  , which  designates  the  FBI  as  the  lead 
agency  within  the  U.S.  Government  for.  counterterrorism.  This

organization  and  planning  in  the  area  of  security  and  public 
safety  has  already  commenced  and  needs  to  be  continued. 


' There  is  an  immediate  requirement  to  lease  space  for 

four  years  for  a Multi-Agency  Law  Enforcement  Security  Planning 
Center  and  an  FBI  CP.  The  Security  Planning  Center  is  to  be  used 
as  a location  for  ioaal,  state  and  Federal  agencies  to 
collectively  and  cooperatively  engage  in  comprehensive  security 
and  public  safety  planning  efforts  to  support  this  event. 
Currently,  space  is  needed  to  accommodate  a common  location  for 
the  State  Olympic  Public  Safety  Command  Executive  Board,  Utah 
Olympic  Public  Safety  Planners*  and  State  Olympic  Public  Safety 
Command  Planning  Committee,  including  the  26  Subcommittees  of 
this  planning  group . 

This  facility,  upon  completion  of  all  planning 
requirements,  would  transition  into  a Multi-Agency  Public  Safety 
Operations  Center/Joint  Operations  Center  (JQC)  , directly 
supporting  Olympic  public  safety,  security  and  incident  .response 
requirements . The  operational  transition  from  a planning  center 
is  anticipated  to  take  place  during  the  second  quarter  of  FY 
2001,  in  order  to  accommodate  the  necessary  training  and  testing 
of  the  JOC. 


For  operational  and  logistical  purposes,  the  space  for 
the  FBI  CP  will  need  to  be  contiguous  but  distinct  from  the  JOC. 
The  FBI  CP  will  be  used  for  incident  response;  as  a central  point 
for  all  information  control  and  intelligence  collection;  as  well 
as  to  conduct  liaison  with  appropriate  agencies  and  offices.  The 
Salt  Lake  City  Joint  Terrorism  Task  Force  (to  be  established) 
will  also  occupy  this  space.  The  space  will  also  be  used  to 
administratively  service  TDY  personnel  for  pre-Olympic  and  Post- 
Olympic  requirements  and  during  the  Games.

CREIGHTON  HORTON  - Copy  of  bills  passed  out.  We  proposed  to  the  last  Legislative 
Session  to  make  major  changes  in  the  murder/manslaughter  scheme  in  Utah.  There  are  three 
different  things  that  we  would  like  to  accomplish.  One  is  the  extreme  emotional  disturbance 
variation  of  manslaughter  is  often  claimed  by  defendants  who  are  charged  with  murder  or 
aggravated  murder.  We  need  to  prove  an  intent  crime.  If  emotional  disturbance  is  proven  it 
goes  down  to  manslaughter  from  capitol  murder.  Under  new  legislation  it  will  go  down  only 
one  degree  instead  of  two  degrees.  We  as  prosecutors  are  trying  to  fine  tune  this  legislation. 

Self  defense  can  be  mitigated  down  one  degree.  The  Supreme  Court  should  be  more 
comfortable  with  that.  Two  of  the  justices  felt  our  scheme  presently  is  unconstitutional,  the 
other  three  apparently  passed  it  off.  For  mental  defense  to  apply  in  Utah,  and  very  few  of  them 
do,  you  have  to  be  so  mentally  ill  that,  at  the  time  you  commit  the  act,  you  don’t  understand  that 
you  are  killing  a person.  When  we  first  took  this  to  the  Legislature  we  got  an  excellent 
Representative,  Dave  Gladwell  who  is  willing  to  sponsor  the  bill.  We  were  asked  to  hold  off 
and  allow  a study  for  about  one  year.  It  was  put  into  the  Sentencing  Commission  which  is  an 
excellent  committee  and  we  are  moving  along  in  the  right  direction.  When  we  go  to  Legislature 
next  year  we  should  have  the  full  study  to  present. 

There  will  be  a training  session  at  the  Capitol  next  Monday,  regarding  the  extraordinary 
criminal  event  protocol  that’s  been  developed  to  deal  with  ongoing  crisis  situations  and 
collection  of  evidence  during  an  event . will  be  involved  in  that  presentation 

and  a protocol  will  be  available  at  the  meeting. 

ASSISTANT  CHIEF  STEVE  CHAPMAN/OUTSIDE  PURSUITS:  This  comes  from  Salt 
Lake  City. 
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Olympic  update  will  be  given  each  month  in  this  meeting.  Three  months 
ago  we  started  lull  time  planning  on  the  Olympics.  Prior  to  that  we  spent  about  the  last  two 
years  gearing  up  and  looking  at  past  events  and  research  of  what  is  involved  with  the  Olympics. 

As  of  early  March  we  started  working  full  time  on  this.  We’ve  identified  a basic  structure  and  a 
process  that  we  are  using  for  planning.  We  are  finding  that  the  agencies  that  do  not  have  a 
venue  are  interested  and  want  to  stay  informed,  because  they  will  be  effected  by  the  population 
and  traffic  that  will  come  in.  We  are  looking  for  ways  to  make  sure  that  your  information  needs 
are  filled.  Commission  Deardon  has  estimated  that  Utah  will  require  about  3500  police  officers 
to  secure  the  Olympics.  There  are  3200  roughly  full  time  in  the  State,  so  there’s  a little  bit  of  a 
gap  here  and  we  are  obviously  going  to  have  to  go  elsewhere  to  get  assistance.  We  don’t  want 
to  come  to  you  at  the  last  minute  with  our  needs  of  manpower  and  equipment.  We  as  a 
planning  group  need  to  find  out  what  you  want  from  us  as  the  planning  group  and  what  we  can 
do  to  satisfy  that.  Any  questions  or  concerns? 

Question:  Not  sure  if  it  is  clearly  understood  how  the  Olympic  Law  Enforcement  Committee 
works  and  how  that  will  interface  with  us. 

Answer:  Senate  Bill  159  establishes  the  Olympic  Command  as  a planning  structure  and  then 
also  establishes  how  the  Olympic  Command  will  work  during  the  operations  phase.  It 
essentially  created  a 20  person  command  structure  from  the  chief  agencies  from  State,  local  and 
those  agencies  who  have  a relatively  large  part  to  play  in  the  Olympics.  This  chief  level  group 
created  a planning  committee  that  is  responsible  for  the  day  to  day  development  of  the  Olympic 
plan  managing  this  planning  process.  It  is  coming  up  with  a comprehensive  plan  that  is  also 
linked  to  identifying  the  resources  that  we  have  available  in  the  State  and  by  December  of  1999, 
having  a knowledge  of  what  we  need  to  do  to  secure  the  Olympics  and  what  resources  will  be 
required.  By  the  year  2000  we  will  know  where  our  resource  gap  is  and  will  spend  the  next  part 
of  that  time  trying  to  secure  resources.  We  will  then  move  into  transition  where  we  will  be 
doing  training  and  testing  exercises  so  we  will  know  what  we  are  looking  at.  We  will  then  move 
into  operations  and  recovery.  To  help  do  this  we  are  forming  about  26  sub-committee’s  from 
accreditation  to  village  planning.  During  the  Olympics  if  there  is  an  incident,  that  incident  will 
be  handled  with  the  resources  that  are  on  the  venue  first.  If  the  venue  does  not  have  the  assets 
to  deal  with  it,  the  venue  commander  will  then  go  to  his  or  her  agency  and  that  will  take  care  of 
that.  If  those  assets  aren’t  present  then  we  go  to  the  community  and  they  will  be  sharing  EOD 
assets,  aviation  assets,  tactical  assets  and  a number  of  those  kind  of  things  as  well.  A second 
part  of  this  planning  structure  is  what  we’re  calling  community  linkages.  There  will  be  traffic 
problems  that  will  occur  in  northern  Utah  and  the  events  they  have  up  there,  the  Metro  area 
including  Provo  and  the  other  side  of  the  Wasatch  mountains,  Summit  County  and  Wasatch 
County  that  we’re  looking  at  working  with  communities  there  to  help  them  understand  what 
their  potential  Olympic  problems  will  be  and  how  they  will  be  addressed.  We  have  full  time 
planners  working  right  now  and  will  give  you  updates. 
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Question:  We  kind  of  wonder  how  we’re  going  to  do  our  day  to  day  business  in  terms  of  tne  ' 
additional  traffic  and  the  spill  off  of  that,  plus  be  able  to  provide  some  officers  for  venue 
security. 

Answer:  I think  your  primary  mission  is  to  take  care  of  your  community.  We  need  to  identify 
your  minimum  level  of  service  and  see  what  your  baseline  is.  It  may  be  that  you  cannot  provide 
any  officers  and  there  are  other  places  we  can  look.  The  sooner  we  know  that,  the  better  off  we 
will  be.  We  will  eventually  be  asking  you  to  identify  what  resources  you  have  available  right 
now  and  we  hope  that  will  help  to  see  what  down  the  road  you  might  be  able  to  share  in  the  way 
of  facilities,  equipment  and  personnel.  We  can  look  outside  the  State  and  we  can  use  the 
National  Guard  for  help  with  security. 

Question:  Is  there  money  allocated  for  overtime  of  officers? 

Answer:  We’ve  had  some  informal  conversations  about  that.  The  bottom  line  is  there  is  no 
money  allocated  right  now.  Based  on  two  past  events,  the  Atlantic  Olympics  and  an  event  in 
Colorado,  tftel^ationafGovernment  has  provided  overtime  money  for  police  who  are  assigned 


\j^  ^ Colorado,  t^eNation^Govemment  has  provided  overtime  money  for  police  who  are  assignee 
• to  the  eventT  thinkmore  importantly  we  need  to  look  at  the  officers  who  will  have  to  fill  the 
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assignments  for  those  officers  assigned  to  the  Olympics  and  we  will  need  to  pay  overtime  to 
them.  This  is  a National  event  and  the^NafioUbGovemment  has  an  obligation  to  help  out  with 
this.  This  is  an  issue  that  will  be  negotiated- to  seek  Federal  funds. 

Comment:  The  University  of  Utah  will  be  handling  the  Opening  and  Closing  Ceremonies.  They 
do  not  have  the  manpower  to  handle  this  alone.  We  will  need  officers  from  other  agencies  to 
help  cover  these  events  and  we  need  to  know  how  we  are  going  to  finance  this. 

On  July  16th  and  17th  at  the  Salt  Lake  Community  College  there  will  be  an  Olympic  Summit 
where  we  will  essentially  do  an  update  of  current  stats  of  Olympic  planning  and  where  they  are 
on  their  venue  planning,  traffic  and  transportation  is  and  we’ll  make  sure  that  you  get  brochures 
for  that.  It’s  a $30.00  conference  that  will  be  worthwhile.  This  is  the  second  one.  We’re  trying 
to  have  one  a year. 

Question:  Can  we  talk  about  the  interface  between  private  security  and  what  the  public 
response  should  be.  How  does  that  intertwine,  what  kind  of  overlap  there  will  be,  how  much 
private  security  will  be  used?  The  accessibility  to  private  security  officers.  What  kind  of  areas 
would  they  be  responsible  for  and  would  law  enforcement  be  responsible  for  any  of  those? 


Answer! 
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STEVE  CHAPMAN  - The  next  meeting  of  the  Anomalies  Committee,  which  will  be  reviewing 
the  mitigation  will  be  on  the  24th  of  June.  If  any  of  you  would  like  to  present  something  or  have 
a say  in  that,  please  contact  me  and  we’ll  make  sure  that  you  get  your  opportunity  up  there.  We 
will  have  defense  attorneys  there  listening  and  making  some  presentations.  It’s  a good  law  and 
is  something  we’ve  needed  for  awhile.  It  will  help  us  out  in  law  enforcement. 

The  Extraordinary  Criminal  Event  training  on  Monday,  I would  really  suggest  that  you  be  there, 
especially  if  your  a Chief  or  Commander.  They  have  put  a protocol  out  that’s  very  well  done  in 
prosecution  efforts  and  it  makes  you  think  about  some  things  while  your  out  there  on  the  scene 
that  you  may  forget.  It  should  be  very  worthwhile. 

Information  brochure  passed  out  from  Chief  Sam  Dawson  from  DEA.  It’s  in  regards  to  the 
Pointer  Index  System  that’s  now  up  and  running. 


■ This  is  mainly  information  for  Chiefs.  One  question  that  is  in  our  b?c 

community  right  now  that  is  paramount  on  everyone’s  mind  is  the  violence  in  school  issue.  We 
need  to  be  prepared  for  this  happening.  There  are  guns  in  the  schools.  Going  through  we  have 
found  that  in  Jordan  School  District  there  were  thirty  incidents  involving  possession  of  guns. 
Multiple  that  by  four  districts  you  have  a minimum  of  120  guns  that  have  been  found.  We  had 
one  case  where  a eleven  year  old  student  in  detention  because  he  showed  anti-social,  anti- 
education tendencies  he  had  threatened  teachers  and  thrown  rocks  at  them  and  had  bitten  one 
teacher.  He  said  he  was  going  home  and  get  a gun  and  come  back  and  kill  someone.  The  copy 
cat  aspect  is  out  there  and  this  is  something  that  is  serious  enough  that  we  need  to  look  at  it  and 
say  what  can  be  done  in  order  to  control  this.  Reference  made  to  the  incident  in  Oregon  made. 

We  have  contacted  educators  and  its  astounding  that  there  is  no  single  policy  throughout  the 
school  districts  on  guns.  We  are  proposing  that  we  adopt  the  policy  against  anyone  bringing  a 
gun  or  any  weapon  that  could  cause  bodily  injury  into  the  school.  We  have  talked  to  most  of 
the  principals  and  they  think  we  need  to  get  it  out  that  we  are  going  to  look  at  this  and  that  we 
will  find  solutions  to  it.  Any  student  should  be  immediately  booked  into  detention.  It’s  a third 
degree  felony  under  the  law  for  anyone  without  a permit  to  have  a gun  on  the  school  premises. 
Once  they  are  booked  in,  they  will  remain  there  for  a minimum  of  24  hours  and  could  be 
extended  according  to  the  students  attitude  and  they  could  then  keep  the  student  up  to  seven 
days.  During  this  time  we  have  identified  someone  who  may  have  a significant  serious  problem 
and  a threat.  Within  24  hours  we  will  have  a psychological  evaluation  in  anger  management.  If 
we  have  someone  talk  to  them  in  detention  it  should  help  to  identify  a problem.  We  then  need 
to  find  out  what  kind  of  weapons  the  student  has  access  to.  I would  like  all  law  enforcement  to 
commit  to  this  program.  This  will  be  a high  priority  case  within  our  office.  On  June  16th  I 
would  like  to  invite  the  Police  Chiefs  to  a meeting  from  8:00  a.m.  to  12:00  p.m.  at  which  time 
we  have  invited  the  principals  of  the  high  schools  and  the  junior  high  school  and 
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(cont)  superintendent’s  and  Board  of  Education  personnel  to  help  us  attack  this  problem  on  a 
larger  scale.  Most  of  these  crimes  have  occurred  in  the  school  cafeteria  and  there  is  still  no 
upgrade  of  security  in  the  schools  in  the  cafeterias.  We  need  to  be  aware  of  how  the  media 
covers  these  situations  It  needs  to  be  done  to  the  benefit  of  the  program.  The  students  need  to 
know  what  will  happen  if  they  are  picked  up  with  a weapon.

The  Private  Security  Olympic  Affairs  Subcommittee  (“PSOAS”)  was  created  by  the  Utah 
Olympic  Public  Safety  Command  (“Command”)  on  16  July  1998  and  will  serve  under  its 
direction.  The  purpose  of  this  subcommittee  is  to  develop  a unique,  yet  comprehensive, 
security  plan  that  will  promote  a productive  and  meaningful  synergism  among  public  law 
enforcement,  Salt  Lake  Olympic  Committee  (“SLOC”),  and  private  security  sectors. 


Parenthetically,  it  is  stipulated  that  the  formal  involvement  of  private  security  at  this  level 
in  the  planning  phase,  while  undoubtedly  useful,  is  nevertheless  unprecedented.

The  Olympic  Games  Are  An  Opportunity  For  Terrorism 

As  indicated  in  the  DoD/DoJ  Joint  Advisory  Committee  questionnaire  response, 
the  XIX  Winter  Olympic  Games  and  the  VII  Winter  Paralympic  Games  will  be 
held  in  Utah  from  February  8 through  March  16,  2002. 

The  Olympic  and  Paralympic  Games  are  local  events  with  obvious  national  and 
international  significance.  There  are  no  other  major  events  that  are  as 
conspicuously  open,  occupy  the  international  stage  for  as  long,  or  are  as 
saturated  by  national  and  international  media  as  the  Olympics.  There  is  no  other 
single  event  that  offers  the  opportunity  for  terrorism  that  the  Games  provide. 

The  large  gatherings  of  people  preoccupied  with  the  events,  the  relative 
affluence  of  the  spectators  drawn  to  the  Olympics,  the  festive  atmosphere,  and 
the  mix  of  cultures  also  provide  a climate  for  increased  criminal  activity,  ranging 
in  severity  from  trespass  to  serious  assault. 

The  mission  of  the  Utah  Olympic  Public  Safety  Command  (UOPSC)  is  to  make 
sure  the  Games  are  conducted  in  a safe  and  secure  environment.  Protecting  the 
participants,  visitors,  spectators,  and  citizens  of  Utah  before,  during  and  after  the 
Games  is  essential  to  the  success  of  the  Olympics.  Preventing  and  responding 
swiftly  and  appropriately  to  acts  of  terrorism  and  criminal  conduct  that  threaten 
the  safety  of  the  Games  are  fundamental  dimensions  of  UOPSC’s  responsibility. 

The  current  public  safety  Olympic  threat  assessment  indicates  a low  known 
threat.  The  estimated  probable  and  inherent  threat,  however,  is  high.  In  2002, 
the  Olympics  will  be  the  most  visible  target  in  the  world. 

The  Utah  Olympic  Public  Safety  Command  Is  The  Agency 
Responsible  For  Public  Safety  Planning 

The  Utah  Olympic  Public  Safety  Command  (UOPSC,  or  “the  Command”)  was 
established  in  1998  by  Utah  state  law  (Section  53-10-301).  It  is  the  agency  that 
has  primary  and  overall  responsibility  for  Olympic  and  Paralympic  public  safety 
planning  and  operations. 

The  mission  of  UOPSC  is  to  ensure  the  safety  and  security  of  the  Olympic  & 

Paralympic  Games.  This  mission  also  includes  making  certain  that  the  citizens 
of  Utah  are  not  put  at  risk  because  of  the  presence  of  the  Games.  Essential 
public  safety  services  will  be  maintained.

Preparations  for  the  Olympic  and  Paralympic  Games  are  divided  into  four  major 
phases: 

1.  Planning 

2.  Transition 

3.  Operations 

4.  Recovery 

These  phases  are  further  divided  into  twelve  major  projects: 

1.  Research 

2.  Design 

3.  Comprehensive  Plan 

4.  Subcommittees 

5.  Resources 

6.  Training  & Testing 

7.  Transition  Activities 

8.  Olympic  Operations 

9.  Paralympic  Planning  & Operations 

10.  Recovery 

1 1 . After  Action 

12.  Plan  Management 


To  date  UOPSC  has  accomplished  the  following  major  objectives: 

• Organized  into  functioning  executive,  planning  and  subcommittee 
groups. 

• Identified  comprehensive  planning  benchmarks  and  timelines 

• Identified  lead  planning  agencies  for  various  public  safety  functions. 

• Initiated  Olympic  public  safety  training  programs. 

• Obtained  full  and  part  time  public  safety  planners. 
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• Initiated  a law  enforcement,  fire,  and  emergency  medical  assessment 
of  resources. 

• Completed  a first  draft  of  the  Olympic  public  safety  plan,  including 
subcommittee  and  venue  components. 

• Developed  a model  Olympic  plan. 

• Developed  model  agency  Olympic  planning  guidelines 

• Located  a multi-agency  public  safety  planning  center. 

By  June  1999  the  Command  will  have  completed  the  public  safety  resource 
surveys  and  will  have  a second  draft  of  the  public  safety  plan.  The  final  version 
of  the  plan  will  be  completed  by  December  1 999. 

In  the  year  2000,  the  Command  begins  the  transition  phase.  The  primary 
activities  that  will  be  undertaken  during  transition  include  training  personnel  (in 
venue,  agency,  specialized  management,  and  multi-agency  activities)  and  testing 
( i.e.,  table  top  exercises,  command  post  [or  “functional’]  exercises,  and  full  scale 
field  exercises). 

UOPSC’s  primary  operational  period  will  begin  with  the  formal  opening  of  the 
Olympic  village  (January  26,  2002)  and  will  conclude  when  the  Paralympic  village 
closes  (March  1 9,  2002).  Some  UOPSC  public  safety  elements  will  begin 
operations  earlier,  as  a function  of  their  responsibilities. 

UOPSC’s  Resource  Strategy 

Olympic  Games  are  unique  in  character,  scope  and  significance.  They  create 
unprecedented  demands  on  public  safety  agencies,  particularly  with  respect  to 
resources.  Demands  for  regular  police  services  do  not  stop  simply  because  the 
Olympics  are  going  on.  Police  and  other  public  safety  agencies  have  a 
continuing  responsibility  to  maintain  expected  levels  of  services.  No  single 
agency  has  the  resources  required  to  carry  out  Olympic  security.  Agencies  can 
respond  to  the  demands  of  the  Olympics  only  if  they  use  their  own  resources 
judiciously,  and  if  they  are  able  to  obtain  the  additionally  needed  resources  from 
elsewhere. 

Utah  is  no  different.  State  and  local  public  safety  agencies  intend  to  combine 
their  resources  when  and  wherever  possible  to  make  sure  the  Games  are 
conducted  in  a safe  and  secure  environment,  and  to  ensure  that  the  state’s 
citizens  are  not  put  at  risk  by  any  reduction  in  essential  public  safety  services. 

We  know,  however,  that  successfully  achieving  the  Olympic  public  safety  mission 
will  require  more  resources  than  will  be  available  only  from  Utah  sources. 

UOPSC  is  aware  of  resources  provided  by  the  federal  government  to  state  and 
local  agencies  during  previous  comparable  events.  Sometimes  the  resource 
request  process  went  well,  sometimes  it  did  not.  Based  on  the  lessons  learned 
from  those  experiences,  the  Command  has  adopted  a seven  point  resource 
strategy. 
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1 . Develop  a comprehensive  & “reasonable”  public  safety  plan. 

2.  Identify  the  resources  need  to  turn  the  plan  into  reality. 

3.  Identify  public  safety  assets  in  Utah  that  could  be  used  during  the 
Games. 

4.  Identify  the  gaps  between  Utah  resources  that  reasonably  are 
needed  and  resources  that  can  be  devoted  to  the  Games. 

5.  Identify  ways  to  fill  resource  gaps. 

6.  Request  federal  support  if  the  request  can  be  based  on 
demonstrated  requirements. 

7.  Return  items  after  use. 

As  indicated,  the  first  three  steps  of  this  strategy  are  underway.  UOPSC  has  a 
first  draft  of  a public  safety  plan  that  begins  to  identify  the  resources  needed  to 
ensure  the  safety  and  security  of  the  Games.  In  addition,  the  law  enforcement, 
fire,  and  emergency  management  planners  are  surveying  public  safety  agencies 
throughout  Utah  to  identify  resources  that  might  be  available  for  the  Olympics. 

Based  on  early  assessments,  UOPSC  is  now  able  to  identify  the  categories  of 
support  that  it  is  likely  to  request  from  the  Department  of  Defense.  Once 
categories  of  support  have  been  approved  by  the  Joint  Advisory  Committee,  the 
U.S.  Attorney  General  and  the  Department  of  Defense,  the  Utah  Olympic  Public 
Safety  Command  will  be  prepared  to  submit  specific  requests,  in  accordance  with 
procedures  established  through  the  Joint  Memorandum  of  Agreement  between 
the  Attorney  General  and  Department  of  Defense  governing  military  support  to 
civilian  sporting  events,  and  through  any  subsequent  enacting  procedures. 


SUPPORT  CATEGORIES 


1.  Aviation 

Requirement 

Aviation  assistance  for  event  security.  This  requirement  includes  assistance  to 
in-transit  security  components  and  dignitary  protection  units.  It  also  will  be  used 
to  support  emergency  deployments  of  tactical  units  (i.e.,  SWAT),  explosive 
ordnance  disposal  units,  and  medical  units.  Aircraft  will  also  be  used  to  monitor 
traffic  and  security  in  the  Olympic  region.  Air  support  requests  are  likely  to 
include  fixed  wing,  helicopters,  lights,  flight  gear,  personnel,  training,  landing 
zone  materials  and  related  items. 

Justification 

Olympic  operations  will  occur  in  three  catchment  regions  that  cover  eight 
counties:  the  Salt  Lake  Valley  (to  include  Provo),  Northern  Utah,  and  the  eastern 
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side  of  the  Wasatch  Mountains.  Weather  and  terrain  difficulties  will  challenge 
public  safety’s  ability  to  respond  quickly  to  emergencies  by  surface 
transportation.  Air  insertion  of  emergency  assets  may  prove  to  be  the  most 
effective  way  to  respond  to  exigent  situations.  Air  assets  will  be  critical  in 
monitoring  in-transit  and  dignitary  protection  movement  of  threatened  teams  or 
persons.  Aircraft  will  also  play  a central  role  in  monitoring  traffic  movement  in 
and  around  the  village  and  venues 

There  are  not  enough  public  safety  aviation  assets  in  Utah  to  accomplish  the 
Olympic  public  safety  mission. 

impact  If  Category  Is  Not  Supported 

Previous  major  international  events  have  relied  heavily  on  aviation  assets  to 
support  other  components  of  the  security  force.  The  UOPSC  plan  is  based  on 
what  has  been  proven  to  work  in  the  past.  The  2002  Public  Safety  Olympic 
Operations  plan  cannot  rely  on  a single  method  of  transporting  emergency 
response  forces.  Ground  transportation  may  not  be  appropriate  if  a time 
sensitive  response  to  an  incident  is  required.  Moreover,  ground  transportation 
cannot  be  relied  on  if  travel  routes  are  closed  by  weather  or  because  of  an 
accident. 

2.  Communications 

Requirement 

Communication  assistance  for  event  security.  This  requirement  includes  a 
variety  of  assets  that  can  be  coordinated  and  integrated  into  a seamless 
communications  system.  Elements  may  include  secure  radio  systems,  faxes, 
pagers,  computer  systems,  wireless  systems,  emergency  systems,  video  and 
related  systems  that  will  be  used  to  facilitate  communications  within  a venue, 
from  venue  to  agency  command  centers,  from  venue  to  venue,  from  venue  and 
agencies  to  a joint  operations  center,  within  and  from  in-transit  and  related 
transportation  components,  from  specialized  functions  to  venues  and  to  other 
specialized  functions,  and  air-to-ground  and  air-to-air  elements. 

Justification 

It  is  absolutely  critical  that  law  enforcement  be  able  to  communicate  effectively 
during  the  Games.  Without  such  ability,  coordinated  actions  will  not  be  possible. 

The  public  safety  communication  objective  for  the  2002  Games  is  to  link 
personnel  at  venues,  agencies,  specialized  management  centers  and  joint 
operations  center.  The  communication  concept  of  operation  involves  mobile  and 
portable  radio  systems;  cellular  phones;  pagers;  land  line  telephones,  fax  and 
data  communication;  wireless  data  terminals;  computer  aided  dispatch;  video 
technologies;  satellite  communications;  and  microwave  communications. 
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Law  enforcement  and  other  public  safety  agencies  responsible  for  2002  Game 
security  do  not  presently  have  the  capability  to  communicate  effectively  among 
each  other.  There  are  a wide  variety  of  communication  systems  being  used  in 
Utah.  At  present,  public  safety  radio  communication  is  carried  out  through  a 
mixture  of  150,  450  and  800  MHz  frequencies.  Federal  agencies  use  still  other 
frequencies.  Radio  systems,  telephone  systems  (POTS  and  cellular)  and  video 
technologies  are  either  inadequate  or  at  capacity.  The  communication 
committee  is  considering  ways  to  augment  and  strengthen  existing 
communication. 

Preliminary  assessments  indicated  that  there  are  not  enough  public  safety 
communication  assets  in  Utah  to  accomplish  the  Olympic  public  safety  mission. 

Impact  If  Category  Is  Not  Supported 

Previous  major  international  events  have  noted  the  central  importance  of 
effective  communication  procedures  and  technology.  Without  the  requested 
support,  Utah’s  effort  to  develop  an  integrated  Olympic  public  safety 
communication  system  will  be  threatened.  The  absence  of  effective 
communications  could  result  in  life  threatening  delays  in  emergency  and  security- 
related  response  situations. 

3.  Explosive  Ordnance  Disposal  and  Detection  Support 
(including  military  working  dogs  and  WMD  assistance) 

Requirement 

Technical  assistance,  equipment  and  resources  to  prevent  entry  of  biological, 
nuclear,  incendiary,  chemical  or  other  explosive  devices  (B-NICE),  including 
weapons  that  could  create  a mass  casualty  event,  into  secure  areas;  assistance 
in  the  detection,  identification,  and  operations  to  render  any  found  devices  safe. 
Support  may  include  vehicle  sanitizations  equipment,  technical  teams,  bomb 
detection  dogs,  and  other  specialized  equipment. 

Justification 

The  1996  Olympics  recorded  623  EOD  incidents  during  the  seventeen  days  of 
the  Games,  or  one  incident  approximately  every  40  minutes.  The  substantial 
number  of  EOD  assets  in  Atlanta  were  stressed  to  capacity  by  the  demands 
placed  on  them. 

Utah  law  enforcement  has  to  be  prepared  to  manage  bomb  threats,  found 
devices  and  any  blast  aftermath.  The  mission  of  the  public  safety  Olympic  EOD 
function  is  to  manage  the  deployment  of  mobile  and  staged  EOD  diagnostic  and 
render  safe  teams  and  equipment  in  the  event  of  a B-NICE  event,  device  or 
hazard.  The  EOD  function  will  also  respond  to  and  if  necessary  render  safe 
items  deemed  to  be  suspect. 
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Preliminary  assessments  indicated  that  there  are  not  enough  available  EOD 
assets  in  Utah  to  accomplish  the  Olympic  public  safety  mission. 

Impact  If  Category  Is  Not  Supported 

While  many  new  forms  of  terrorist  threats  have  emerged  over  the  past  decade, 
bombs  remain  the  weapon  of  choice  for  most  attacks.  Without  the  additional 
technical  assistance,  equipment  and  resources  needed  to  supplement  existing 
EOD  capabilities,  law  enforcement  will  not  be  able  to  respond  adequately  to 
bomb  threats  or  incidents.  The  inadequacy  will  adversely  affect  public  safety  and 
security. 

4.  Physical  Security 

Requirement 

Assistance  with  the  design,  installation,  maintenance  and  removal  of  integrated 
physical  security  systems  intended  to  insure  the  safety  of  personnel  in  high 
security  areas,  such  as  the  Olympic  village  and  related  security  zones.  Assets 
required  could  include  village  and  venue  physical  security  systems,  intrusion 
detection  systems,  closed  circuit  televisions  systems,  magnetometers,  x-ray 
machines,  accreditation  equipment  and  systems,  GPS  tracking  devices,  vehicle 
inspection  and  sanitization  systems,  vehicle  barriers,  and  crowd  control  barriers. 

Justification 

The  2002  Olympic  Games  are  expected  to  draw  approximately  174,000 
spectators  a day,  or  close  to  3,000,000  people  during  the  seventeen  day  event. 

In  addition,  the  Games  will  draw  3,500  world  class  athletes.  To  ensure  the  safety 
and  security  of  athletes  and  spectators,  the  Command  is  developing  a physical 
security  plan  that  will  protect  sensitive  sites  and  provide  emergency  access  to 
security  areas.  The  plan  will  incorporate  an  extensive  video  monitoring  system 
with  intrusion  detection  devices,  security  fencing,  metal  detectors,  and  related 
physical  security  elements.  The  Olympic  village,  venues,  media  and 
transportation  centers,  critical  infrastructure  elements,  and  other  high  security 
locations  will  be  protected. 

There  are  not  enough  physical  security  assets  available  to  the  public  safety 
community  in  Utah  to  provide  for  normal  public  safety  responsibilities  and 
accomplish  the  Olympic  public  safety  mission. 

Impact  If  Category  Is  Not  Supported 

Without  the  requested  technical  assistance  and  equipment,  the  UOPSC  will  be 
unable  to  provide  the  physical  security  coverage  required  by  this  event. 
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5.  Training  & Consultation 


Requirement 

Training  assistance  includes  access  to  materials  and  resources  for  all  aspects  of 
event  planning,  including  exercise  planning  and  implementation,  operational 
training  on  specialized  equipment,  development  of  training  videos,  and  related 
materials.  In  also  includes  assistance  with  printing  public  safety  information 
(such  as  handbooks)  describing  operating  procedures  to  be  used  during  Game 
situations. 

Consultation  assistance  includes  access  to  personnel  who  have  extensive 
experience  in  public  safety  aspects  of  previous  special  events  of  the  magnitude 
of  the  Olympic  Games,  especially  with  respect  to  aviation,  physical  security  of 
Olympic  villages  and  venues,  communication  systems,  EOD,  and  transportation 
planning 

Justification 

The  Department  of  Defense  has  been  involved  with  special  events  for  many 
years.  During  that  time,  DoD  has  developed  professional  relationships  with  law 
enforcement  officials  from  all  over  the  world  who  have  successfully  planned  and 
implemented  Olympic  operations.  In  addition,  current  DoD  employees  also  have 
substantial  event  experiences  in  such  esoteric  domains  as  designing  an  Olympic 
village  and  creating  a temporary  Olympic  public  safety  communications  system. 
Utah’s  Olympic  preparations  would  benefit  greatly  by  having  access  to  the 
knowledge  of  those  persons. 

DoD  also  has  a history  of  contributing  to  the  training  assets  available  to  public 
safety  agencies  that  have  special  event  responsibilities.  Access  to  these 
materials  and  services  could  help  Utah  public  safety  trainers  make  more  effective 
use  of  their  time  and  resources. 

Impact  If  Category  Is  Not  Supported 

Providing  the  requested  training  support,  and  access  to  event  experienced 
technical  consultants,  will  help  the  UOPSC  2002  Games  effort  develop  and 
implement  a more  effective  public  safety  plan  and  operation. 

6.  Temporary  Facilities,  Including  Temporary  Housing 

Requirement 

Assistance  with  obtaining  temporary  facilities  and  appropriate  office  equipment 
that  could  be  used  for  specialized  management  center  operations  and  for  storing 
equipment  (such  as  tactical,  EOD,  or  aviation).  There  will  be  a need  for  secure 
storage  of  buses  and  other  public  safety  vehicles.  In  addition,  there  may  be  a 
need  for  temporary  housing  to  shelter  non-resident  law  enforcement  officers  and 
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other  visiting  public  safety  personnel  who  are  assigned  to  Utah  to  assist  during 
the  Games. 

Justification 

Tactical,  EOD,  and  air  support  teams  may  be  located  away  from  major 
metropolitan  areas  in  order  to  facilitate  their  rapid  deployment  to  potential 
incident  sites.  Remote  site  staging  will  require  temporary  facilities  (for  example, 
buildings)  to  serve  as  staging  locations  for  emergency  assets. 

In  addition,  the  public  safety  plan  may  require  bringing  public  safety  personnel 
from  outside  the  Olympic  catchment  area  to  work  in  Olympic  venues  and  security 
functions.  Housing  is  at  a premium  in  the  Salt  Lake,  Ogden,  Wasatch  Back,  and 
Provo  areas.  Consequently  there  are  not  adequate  facilities  to  house  public 
safety  personnel  brought  in  to  help  with  Olympic  public  safety. 

Impact  If  Category  Is  Not  Supported 

Without  the  requested  assistance,  the  UOPSC  will  be  unable  to  provide  remote 
staging  areas  for  emergency  response  assets.  UOPSC  will  also  be  unable  to 
provide  for  the  housing  needs  of  individuals  enlisted  to  help  augment  existing 
public  safety  personnel. 

7.  Personnel 

Requirement 

Consideration  for  the  provision  of  National  Guard  personnel  to  assist  with  certain 
carefully  specified  public  safety  activities. 

Justification 

UOPSC  has  made  a preliminary  estimate  regarding  the  number  of  public  safety 
personnel  required  to  adequately  staff  Olympic-related  positions.  The  estimate 
indicates  that  Utah  does  not  have  sufficient  number  of  qualified  people  to  ensure 
the  safety  and  security  of  the  Games,  while  making  certain  that  the  state’s 
citizens  continue  to  receive  essential  public  safety  services. 

UOPSC  will  refine  its  staffing  numbers  as  the  planning  process  proceeds. 
However,  given  the  potential  threats  and  uncertainties  associated  with  changing 
world  conditions  and  with  the  adequacy  of  the  Salt  Lake  Organizing  Committee 
security  budget,  it  is  reasonable  to  anticipate  that  UOPSC  will  need  more  people 
than  can  be  drawn  exclusively  from  Utah. 

UOPSC  plans  to  seek  assistance  from  law  enforcement  officers  outside  the 
state.  But  in  the  event  indigenous  and  out-of-state  personnel  are  not  enough  to 
do  the  job,  UOPSC  may  need  to  request  assistance  from  the  DoD. 

The  1996  Olympic  Games  were  the  first  time  that  the  Department  of  Defense 
permitted  military  personnel  to  perform  non-emergency  civilian  security  functions. 
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Although  Utah’s  staffing  requirements  are  still  preliminary,  UOPSC  does  not 
envision  requesting  anything  approaching  the  more  than  13,000  military 
personnel  involved  with  the  1 996  Security  Support  Force.  Moreover,  the  lessons 
learned  from  Atlanta  will  guide  UOPSC  in  planning  any  potential  use  of  military 
personnel. 

UOPSC  anticipates  that  if  DoD  personnel  support  were  to  be  requested  (beyond 
what  would  be  required  to  support  other  authorized  functions  - such  as  EOD),  it 
would  be  for  the  following  functions: 

• Venue  security  - to  act  as  observers  at  venues  and  selected  critical 
infrastructure  positions;  to  provide  alert  functions  as  appropriate. 

• Route  security  - to  monitor  selected  pedestrian  and  vehicle  corridors, 
and  to  perform  observation  and  alert  functions,  as  appropriate. 

• Command  Center  operations  - to  assist  with  command  center 
operations. 

UOPSC  would  request  National  Guard  assistance  for  reasons  indicated  in  the 
DoD  legal  review  of  the  Atlanta  troop  request: 

...[M]embers  of  the  Army  National  Guard  and  Air  National  Guard  who 
perform  military  duties  under  either  Title  32,  United  States  Code,  or  in  a 
state  active-duty  status,  are  not  in  federal  service  and  are  not  subject  to 
either  the  [Possee  Comitatus  Act]  or ...  [DoD  Directive5525.5],  Thus, 
members  of  the  various  state  National  Guards  may  perform  these  duties 
[i.e.,  venue  security , route  security ; and  command  post  operations]  so  long 
as  such  duties  are  not  in  violation  of  state  [or  federal]  law. 

Impact  If  Category  Is  Not  Supported 

The  Olympic  public  safety  mission  requires  a substantial  number  of  law 
enforcement  and  other  security  personnel  to  accomplish.  In  the  event  UOPSC 
cannot  obtain  those  people  from  Utah  or  from  other  sources  of  law  enforcement, 
UOPSC  may  have  to  request  additional  personnel  from  the  DoD.  If  such  a 
request  is  denied,  Olympic  security  could  be  adversely  affected. 

8.  Joint  Information  Center  Command  Post 

Requirement 

Assistance  with  obtaining  and  equipping  a multi-agency  Joint  Information  Center 
facility. 


Justification 

Protecting  athletes  and  the  public  during  the  2002  Games  requires  that  public 
safety  agencies  receive  and  provide  accurate,  complete,  timely,  understandable, 
and  appropriate  information  and  instructions  to  many  different  audiences.  These 
audiences  include  not  only  public  safety  agencies,  but  also  the  media,  citizens, 
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visitors,  and  businesses.  In  an  emergency,  the  absence  of  an  effective 
information  program  may  result  in  information  gaps,  misinformation,  rumors, 
public  alarm,  erosion  of  public  confidence  in  government  agencies,  and  it  could 
diminish  the  overall  effectiveness  of  efforts  to  maintain  public  safety. 

To  minimize  these  possibilities,  the  public  affairs  group  is  planning  to  establish  a 
multi-agency  Joint  Information  Center  (JIC).  The  JIC  would  be  the  single  location 
where  public,  media  and  other  information  needs  related  to  public  safety  could  be 
handled  in  a coordinated  fashion. 

Initial  planning  for  the  JIC  has  identified  resource  needs  that  cannot  be  met  with 
existing  public  safety  assets.  Such  needs  include  4400  square  feet  of  working 
space,  computers,  video  monitors,  office  furniture,  telephone  lines,  and  other 
equipment  related  to  a multi-agency  information  coordination  center. 

Impact  If  Category  Is  Not  Supported 

Without  the  requested  assistance  and  equipment,  the  UOPSC  will  be  unable  to 
establish  a Joint  Information  Center  for  use  during  the  Games. 

9.  All  Terrain  Transportation  Vehicles 

Requirement 

Assistance  obtaining  four  wheel  drive  or  other  appropriate  vehicles  that  can 
negotiate  remote  and  hazardous  terrain. 

Justification 

Five  of  the  Olympic  venues  are  located  in  rural  areas  that  are  difficult  to  get  to 
with  convention  vehicles.  There  are  not  enough  of  the  required  vehicles  available 
to  the  public  safety  community  in  Utah  to  continuously  accomplish  the  Olympic 
public  safety  mission  of  securing  the  perimeter  of  those  mountain  venues. 

Impact  If  Category  Is  Not  Supported 

Wthout  the  requested  equipment,  the  UOPSC  will  be  unable  to  satisfactorily 
carry  out  its  public  safety  mission. 

10.  Fire,  Emergency  Medical  Services  and  Public  Works 
Support 

Requirement 

Assistance  with  essential  security  and  safety  needs  related  to  fire,  emergency 
medical  services  and  public  works  personnel,  equipment,  facilities,  and  technical 
assistance  in  support  of  the  2002  Games. 
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Justification 


The  Utah  Olympic  Public  Safety  Command  is  a confederation  of  law 
enforcement,  fire,  emergency  medical,  and  public  works  agencies.  UOPSC  is 
creating  a single  Olympic  plan  that  combines  all  public  safety  functions. 
Consequently,  UOPSC  requests  that  the  Attorney  General  certify  a category  of 
support  that  will  cover  the  essential  public  safety  needs  of  fire,  emergency 
medical  service,  and  public  works  providers  who  are  integrally  involved  in  the 
development  of  the  Olympic  public  safety  plan. 

The  fire  services,  emergency  medical  services,  and  public  works  components  of 
UOPSC  are  in  the  midst  of  developing  their  Olympic  plans  and  resource 
requirements.  Additional  details  about  the  resources  they  need  and  the 
resources  that  are  presently  available  in  Utah  will  be  forthcoming. 

Based  on  preliminary  analysis,  fire  services  may  request  assistance  obtaining 
additional  fire  engines,  trucks,  HazMat  response  units,  fire  fighting  personnel, 
hoses,  aircraft  rescue  fire  fighting  equipment  (ARFF),  SCBAs  and  turn  out  gear 
to  be  distributed  throughout  the  Olympic  communities  to  meet  the  service  needs 
of  all  involved  fire  agencies. 

Emergency  medical  services  may  request  additional  ambulances  (ground  and 
air),  medical  supplies  for  mass  casualty  event  response,  and  other  supporting 
equipment  and  vehicles. 

Public  works  planners  may  request  assistance  obtaining  snow  removal  and 
heavy  left  equipment  to  be  used  in  the  event  of  a major  incident. 

Impact  If  Category  Is  Not  Supported 

Fire  services,  emergency  medical  services,  and  public  works  have  not  been 
central  recipients  of  DoD  support  in  previous  major  special  events.  However,  the 
keystone  of  UOPSC’s  approach  to  preparing  for  the  2002  Games  is  to  develop 
an  integrated  public  safety  plan.  If  one  or  more  elements  of  the  public  safety 
community  are  unable  to  obtain  the  resources  it  requires  to  carry  out  its  part  of 
the  plan,  the  entire  safety  and  security  effort  will  be  placed  at  risk. 


CONCLUSION 

The  above  list  represents  UOPSC’s  current  assessment  of  the  categories  of 
support  that  we  request  be  certified  as  necessary  to  meet  essential  security  and 
safety  needs.  As  UOPSC’s  planning  process  continues,  we  may  identify  other 
areas  we  would  wish  to  have  considered  for  support.  Should  additional  areas  be 
identified,  we  will  provide  that  information  to  the  FBI  for  consideration.

The  FBI  is  expected  to  provide  a 
substantial  amount  of  the  training. 


HUMAN  RESOURCE  GROUP 

SA  also  discussed  the  objective  of  the  group  which 

is  to  locate  and  coordinate  adequate  housing,  medical  services, 
food  services  and  transportation  for  the  estimated  3,500  law 
enforcement  officers  who  will  be  arriving  from  other  states  for 
the  Olympics.  The  FBI,  alone,  is  anticipating  at  least  1,000 
people.  The  military  is  also  expecting  a large  number  of  people. 
Inasmuch  as  most  of  the  public  housing  such  as  hotels  and  condos 
have  already  been  reserved  by  private  corporations  and  SLOC,  The 
group  will  have  to  use  creative,  alternate  means  of  housing  the 
personnel.  Several  areas  which  are  being  explored  include  use  of 
Hill  Air  Force  Base,  HUD  buildings  and  erection  of  temporary 
housing  by  the  Department  of  Defense. 


ACCREDITATION  WORK  GROUP 


The  Accreditation  Work  Group  was  formed  on  August  20, 

1998,  and  has  representatives  from  the  Federal  Bureau  of 
Investigation,  United  Secret  Service,  Salt  City  Police 
Department,  Utah  Department  of  Public  Safety,  Salt  Lake  County 
Sheriff's  Office,  and  the  Salt  Lake  Olympic  Committee  (SLOC) . 

This  work  group  was  formed  to  assist  SLOC  in  developing  a 
procedure  of  using  credentials  to  identify  personnel  who  require 
access  to  the  venue  sites  for  work-related  purposes  (such  as  the 
Olympic  family,  law  enforcement  officials,  volunteers, 
employments,  and  vendors)  and  to  authorize  entry  and  limit  access 
to  specified  restricted  areas .

Additionally,  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  is  currently  working  with  SLOC  in  dealing  with  SEMA  in  an 
attempt  to  prepare  for  interfacing  the  computer  systems  needed  to 
conduct  background  checks  for  Accreditation  purposes. 

PROTOCOL  SUBCOMMITTEE 

The  Protocol  Subcommittee  was  created  by  the  Utah  State 
Public  Safety  Executive  Command  on  July  16,  1998.  The  work 
group's  mission  is  to  provide  professional  hospitality  to 
visiting  foreign  and  national  public  safety  officials  seeking 
opportunities  to  observe  public  safety  planning  and  operations 
prior  to  and  during  the  2002  Winter  Olympic  and  Paralympic  Games 
for  the  purpose  of  planning  similar  events  in  their 
jurisdictions . 

The  work  group  has  identified  various  issues  that  are 
currently  being  addressed  that  pertain  to  the  Protocol  services 
which  include  the  following:  1)  housing  needs  for  members  who 
are  approved  to  receive  protocol  services,  2)  resources  and 
personnel  needed  to  escort  protocol  recipients  while  they  are 
present  during  the  course  of  the  Olympic  Games,  3)  constructing 
an  application  form  for  potential  protocol  recipients.  The  work 
group  is  scheduled  to  reconvene  in  the  latter  portion  of  January 
to  continue  revising  the  initial  draft  that  was  submitted  to  the 
Command .

Synopsis:  The  Office  of  the  Chief  Contracting  Officer  is

The  preliminary  negotiations  between  the  FBI  and  DPS  have 
been  conducted  and  have  resulted  in  the  identification  of  the 
following  areas  of  concern  to  the  parties : 

Sublease  agreement : Enclosed  with  this  EC  is  a draft 
copy  of  the  Sublease  Agreement  between  FBI  and  DPS . The  Sublease 
Agreement  is  presently  undergoing  revision  to  include  provisions 
for  the  payment  of  utilities.  This  sublease  is  for  the  5th  floor 
of  Space.  The  6th  floor  of  Space  will  be  occupied  exclusively  by 
the  FBI . The  FBI  will  allow  DPS  or  other  agencies  of  the  task 
force  to  schedule  the  conference  room  on  the  6th  floor,  as 
needed.  Provisions  are  being  included  in  the  Sublease  Agreement 
to  require  DPS  to  pay  for  "Overtime  Utility  Usage",  hours 
utilized  over  and  above  those  used  during  the  normal  working 
hours  (6:30  A.M.  to  5:30  P.M.)  of  the  Space.

and  evidence  recovery  team  operations.  In  this  respect,  the  FBI 
will  not  only  be  expected  to  deploy  employees  from  the  host  field 
division,  but  will  require  enhanced  involvement  from  the  Special 
Events  Management  Unit,  the  Critical  Incident  Response  Group,  the 
Weapons  of  Mass  Destruction  Countermeasures  Unit,  the  Laboratory 
Division,  the  Information  Resources  Division,  the  Finance 
Division  and  many  others . 

The  venue  sites  for  the  2002  Winter  Olympics  extend  to  a 
distance  of  over  120  miles  around  Salt  Lake  City  (see  attached 
map) . The  roads  and  highways  between  the  venue  sites  are  often 
impassable  and  closed  during  serious  winter  snowstorms . This 
lack  of  mobility  by  tactical  and  other  teams  must  be  taken  into 
consideration  when  determining  response  capability  to  each  venue. 
Advance  payment  to  the  hotels  have  already  been  identified  in  the 
Heber  City  and  South  Jordan  locations  and  are  needed  for  FBI  SWAT 
and  HRT  teams  since  they  are  the  primary  response  teams  to  any 
situations . 


Presently,  the  SallL_Lake  City  Division  is  anticipating 

importing  approximately! |FBI  employees  into  the  area  for  up  to 

a two-month  time  period.  Due  to  a critical  lack  of  housing  in 
the  area,  this  situation  has  become  a major  concern  of  all  law 
enforcement  agencies  in  the  state.  SLOC  has  contracted  with  over 
95%  of  the  hotels,  from  distances  in  the  area  up  to  130  miles 
away  in  every  direction. 

To  date,  the  FBI  has  identified  at  least  145  rooms 
directly  from  the  hotels . The  hotels  have  demanded  payment  prior 
to  the  use  of  the  rooms.  The  total  demand  is  over  $1.5  million. 
Additionally,  the  hotels  have  advised  that  they  will  not  sign  a 
government  contract . 


All  possible  housing  alternatives  are  being  considered. 
Local  institutions  of  higher  learning  have  been  contacted  and  are 
unable  to  provide  any  accommodations.  The  Salt  Lake  Housing 
Authority  (SLHA)  , a quasi -governmental  agency,  may  have  up  to  25 
apartments  available  for  FBI  use.  Hill  Air  Force  Base  in  Ogden, 
may  be  able  to  house  approximately  I | members  of  the  Hostage 
Rescue  Team  (HRT) . members  of  the  Critical  Incident  Response 
Group  (CIRG)  and| 


Currently,  the  Salt  Lake  City  Division  has  found  two  (2) 
hotels.  The  Holiday  Inn  Express  in  Heber  City,  and  the  Country 
Inn  and  Suites  in  South  Jordon,  who  are  willing  to  lease  either  a 
portion  or  their  entire  hotels  to  the  FBI . The  FBI  is  competing 
not  only  with  other  government  agencies  but  with  other  foreign 
governments  for  the  available  space.  Foreign  governments  who  are 
not  bound  to  our  appropriation  laws  are  offering  these  hotels 
cash  up  front  right  now  for  their  hotel  space.  The  only 
condition  to  our  giving  these  hotels  a letter  of  intent  for 
rental  of  these  rooms  at  this  point  is  that  they  require  payment 
for  the  rooms  in  advance  to  the  year  2002.

Advance  payments  are  advances  of  money  by  the  government 
to  a contractor  before  a contract  is  awarded.  Advance  payments 
are  generally  prohibited  by  United  States  Code  (USC)  3324; 
however,  41  USC  255  permits  advance  payments  by  the  head  of  an 
agency  up  to  the  unpaid  contract  price,  if  the  contractor  gives 
adequate  security  and  the  head  of  the  agency  determines  that  the 
advance  payment  would  be  in  the  public  interest.  This  statute  is 
implemented  at  Federal  Acquisition  Regulation  (FAR)  Subpart  32.4. 


While  exploring  the  feasibility  of  using  this  statute, 
the  finance  Division  (FD)  found  that  far  subpart  32. 202-1 (b) (3) 
provides  agencies  authority  to  make  advance  payments  in  this 
instance.  DOJ  also  informally  advised  the  FBI  that  hotel  room 
confirmation  numbers  provided  by  the  hoteliers  would  be  adequate 
security  as  required  under  FAR  32.402. 


Section  255  of  Title  41,  USC  (which  is  actually  the 
statutory  authority  for  FAR  Subpart  32.202-1 (b)  (3)),  permits 
advance  payments  "upon  adequate  security  and  a determination  by 
the  agency  head  that  to  do  so  would  be  in  the  public  interest . " 
It  is  further  noted  that  the  statute  permits  its  use  under 
extraordinary  circumstances .

'In  1998,  the  UOPSC  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of 
coordinating  all  public  safety  planning  efforts  to  ensure  a safe 
2002  Winter  Olympic  Games  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  Twenty 
command  level  personnel  from  public  safety  agencies  have  unified 
under  the  UOPSC.  Commissioner  Craig  Deardon,  Utah  Department  of 
Public  Safety,  currently  serves  as  the  UOPSC  Chairman.  SAC  David 
Tubbs,  Police  Chiefs,  County  Sheriffs  and  other  law 
enforcement / fire/ emergency  medical  commanders  are  members  of  the

The  UOPSC  members  will  travel  to  Quant ico,  Virginia,  on 
July  26,  1999.  On  July  27,  1999,  the  first  table  top  exercise

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Bureau  to  plan  both  at  least  one 
major  Command  Post  Exercise  (CPX)  and  one  major  Field  Training 
Exercise  (FTX)  prior  to  2002.  Both  of  these  exercises  will  expand  the 
compliment  of  participation  beyond  the  Command  and  will  necessitate 
the  presence  of  agencies  outside  the  Command  due  to  decisions  and 
actions  pertinent  to  outside  agency  jurisdiction  and  responsibilities. 

As  planned  from  the  inception,  with  the  acknowledgment  and 
approval  of  the  Command,  this  tabletop  will  only  involve  members  of 
the  Command.

For  the  information  of  the  Bureau,  all  decisions  regarding  the 
security  and  response  plans  for  the  2002  Olympics  are  made  by  the 
Olympic  Public  Safety  Command.  This  Command,  which  was  formed  by  the 
Utah  State  Legislature  and  signed  by  the  Governor  of  Utah  in  May, 

1998,  includes  specific  law  enforcement  and  public  safety  services . 

The  FBI  is  the  only  federal  agency  named  to  the  Command  in  the  State 
law. 


The  FBI,  represented  by  the  Salt  Lake  City  Office,  is  part  of 
the  Command  and  has  worked  diligently  to  develop  a plan  for  the 
Olympics  with  the  other  members.  The  tabletop  exercise  at  Quantico  is 
part  of  the  development  of  the  Command.  Only  those  on  the  Command  are 
participating.  Numerous  other  agencies  participate  in  meetings 
regarding  Olympics  security,  but  they  are  not  part  of  the  Command. 

The  Utah  U.  S.  Attorney's  Office  participates  but  does  not  vote. 

There  are  no  prosecutors,  to  include  the  Utah  Attorney  General's 
Office,  on  the  Command. 

Attendance  at  the  tabletop  by  any  nonmember  would  have  to  be 
approved  by  the  entire  Command,  or  it  would  be  disruptive  of  the 
process  if  a non-Command  entity  participated.

I . Currently  the  Intelligence  Working  Group  is  being

I lhas  asserted  himself  strongly  in  the  design  and 

workings  of  this  group.  The  current  public  safety  draft  plan  for 
intelligence  supporting  the  Olympics  is  strongly  influenced  by 
his  input. 


It  is  believed  that  after  action  information  received  by 
the  locals  from  their  visits  to  Atlanta  and  analysis  of  the  1996 
Summer  Games  resulted  in  poor  marks  for  the  FBI ' s role  in  the 
Intelligence  area  supporting  the  Games . This  has  resulted  in  a 
concerted  attempt  by  the  locals  with  influence  from  the  U.S. 
Attorney's  Office  to  prevent  the  FBI  from  having  the  same 
influence  that  existed  in  Atlanta.  This  situation  is  obviously 
sensitive  and  potentially  problematic.  The  following  efforts 
have  been  taken  to  remedy  this  situation  and  potential  problem: 


SSAl  | met  with  the  Working  Groups  in  April  1999  to 
discuss  implementation  of  a Joint  Terrorism  Task  Force  (JTTF) . 
Upon  explanation  of  the  benefits  of  such  a task  force  in 
preparation  for  the  Olympics,  it  was  evident  to  local 
representatives  that  a JTTF  would  provide  the  best  source  of 
intelligence  and  would  be  the  logical  source  for  collection  and 
management  of  intelligence.  Currently,  insufficient  resources 
and  personnel  exist  on  the  local  level  to  handle  the  demands 
related  to  intelligence  gathering,  analysis  and  management.  The 
JTTF  will  become  the  focal  point  of  intelligence  upon  its 
formation  and  despite  the  current  situation  it  is  anticipated 
that  actions  of  the  JTTF  will  correct  the  present  situation.  It

enhancing  his  skills  and  knowledge,  however,  lack  of  experience 
is  impacting  his  ability  to  have  strong  influence  in  this  area. 
His  ability  to  achieve  success  may  also  be  influenced  by 
personality  and  some  feedback  received  that  his  ability  to 
negotiate  and  resolve  conflict  may  not  be  a strong  point.

3 . STAFFING 

In  support  of  the  FBI ' s Olympic  Games  mission  requirement 
and  responsibilities,  the  Salt  Lake  City  Division  formed  an 
Olympic  Planning  Squad  in  August  1998.  A term  supervisor  was 
selected  for  the  management  of  this  squad  in  April  1998  and  upon 
reporting  to  Salt  Lake  city  Division  has  provided  effective 
leadership  in  the  establishment  of  FBI  coordinative  efforts  with 
federal,  state,  and  local  agencies  engaged  in  public  safety 
security  planning  for  the  2002  Olympic  Winter  Games.

Subsection  2554(a)  of  Title  10,  United  States  Code,  requires  Attorney  General 
certification  before  the  Department  of  Defense  (DOD)  can  provide  support  for  civilian  sporting 
events.

“At  the  request  of  a Federal,  state,  or  local  government  agency  responsible  for 
providing  law  enforcement  services,  security  services,  or  safety  services,  the 
Secretary  of  Defense  may  authorize  the  commander  of  a military  installation  or 
other  facility  of  the  Department  of  Defense  or  the  commander  of  a specified  or 
unified  combatant  command  to  provide  assistance  for  the  World  Cup  Soccer 
Games,  the  Goodwill  Games,  the  Olympics  and  any  other  sporting  event,  but  only 
if  the  Attorney  General  certifies  that  such  assistance  is  necessary  to  meet 
essential  security  and  safety  needs.  ”

PARKING  AVAILABILITY: 

The  downtown  Salt  Lake  City  area  continues  to  grow,  and 
although  new  buildings  are  being  constructed  to  accommodate 
increasing  business,  parking  facilities  are  not  being  constructed 
commensurate  with  the  new  growth.  Parking  is  already  becoming  a 
problem  in  the  downtown  area,  and  this  trend  will  only  continue 
as  we  approach  2002.

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Olympic  competition  is  scheduled  for  seven  sports  in  70 
medal  events . Salt  Lake  City  will  be  center  stage  for  these 
games  but  other  Utah  cities  will  also  host  Olympic  competition. 
Other  competition  areas  and  cities  are:  Ogden,  Provo,  Park  City, 
Deer  Valley,  Heber  and  Snow  Basin. 

Numerous  non-event  venues  will  be  located  in  Salt  Lake 
City.  The  main  press  center  and  the  International  Broadcast 
Center  (IBC)  will  be  located  in  the  Salt  Palace  Convention _ Center 
(337,000  square  feet)  . There  will  also  be  approximately  eight 
thousand  hotel  rooms  in  the  greater  Salt  Lake  City  area.  The 
Olympic  Village,  housing  the  athletes,  will  be  located  on  the 
University  of  Utah  campus.  The  opening  and  closing  ceremonies 
are  scheduled  to  take  place  at  Rice  Stadium  which  is  adjacent  to 
the  University  of  Utah.

While  competition  is  scheduled  to  occur  from  February

open  much  earlier.  Therefore,  tactical  coverage  will  tentatively 
begin  on  02/06/2002  and  continue  until  02/26/2002.  Because 
competition  at  the  various  venues  will  begin  on  different  dates, 
not  all  teams  will  be  deployed  for  the  same  duration. 

CIRG's  response  plan  includes  approximately!  I SWAT 

Agents  as  well  as  the  Hostage  Rescue  Team  (HRT)  . The  rationale 
for  selecting  field  office  SWAT  teams  to  participate  in  this 
operation  is  based  on  numerous  factors.  Several  of  the  field 
offices  are  in  the  same  SWAT  region  or  are  relatively  close  to 
Salt  Lake  City.  Other  teams  selected  already  have  an  excellent 
cold  weather  capability  and  regularly  train  in  a cold  weather/ 
wilderness  environment . In  addition  CIRG  recognizes  that

Details : By  referenced  communication  FBIHQ  was  advised  that  as 

part  of  the  preparations  for  security  of  the  2002  winter  games, 
GSA  has  leased  two  floors  of  office  space  in  the  building  known 
as  Social  Hall  Plaza,  approximately  one  block  northwest  of  the 
FBI  office.  Social  Hall  will  provide  over  50,000  square  feet  of 
office  space,  to  be  utilized  as  previously  outlined  to  the 
Bureau.  „ The  GSA  lease  agreement  was  signed  early  this  year  and  • 
will  run  through  August  2002.  Between  the  date  of  this 
communication,  and  the  winter  games,  the  two  floors  of  office 
space  will  continue  to  see  increased  numbers  of  personnel 
assigned  there  full  time. 

Along  with  the  increase  of  personnel  working  out  of 
Social  Hall  Plaza  will  come  an  increased  requirement  for  parking.

In  support  of  the  request  as  outlined  above,  Salt  Lake 
Division  has  conducted  a survey  of  other  parking  facilities 
adjacent  to  Social  Hall  Plaza,  the  details  of  which  are  set  forth 
below:

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AMERICAN  INVESTMENT  BANK.  N.A. 

American  Investment  Bank,  N.A.  is  located  north  east  from 
Social  Hall  Plaza,  across  200  East.  Just  south  of  the  bank  is  a 
three  tiered,  above  ground  parking  facility.  Numerous  attempts 
have  been  made  to  contact  the  bank  employee  responsible  for  the 
parking  facility.  It  has  been  determined  this  employee  is  in 
town  and  at  work.  Several  voice  messages  have  been  left,  but  as 
of  this  date  he  has  not  returned  the  calls.  In  view  of  this,  SU 
has  been  unable  to  fairly  evaluate  this  facility  from  a cost 
perspective.  However,  from  a security  point  of  view  this 
facility  is  considered  to  be  problematic.  It  would  be  difficult 
and  expensive  td  adequately  secure. 

The  two  parking  facilities  detailed  above,  along  with  the 
P-3  level  of  Social  Hall,  are  the  only  ones  within  reasonable 
'/•walking  distance  from  Social  Hall.  In  this  regard,  SU  offers  the 
following  observations : 

As  detailed  in  referenced  communication,  parking  in  the 
downtown  area  will  never  be  more  available  or  less  expensive  than 
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it  is  at  this  time.  Whatever  decision  is  made  regarding  lease  of 
parking  stalls  needs  to  be  made^soon.  SU  anticipates  that 
personnel  will  be  assigned  to  the  6th  floor  early  in  2000,  and 
that  number  will  continue  to  increase  until  full  capacity  is 
reached  in  2001.  However,  it  is  unreasonable  to  assume  that  the 
parking  can  be  obtained  piece -meal  as  employees  are  assigned  to 
the  location.  This  would  be  impractical  is  every  aspect. 

Any  lease  of  parking  must  be  made  with  security  concerns 
as  priority.  The  parking  facility  at  American  Investment  Bank  is 
not  considered  adequate  because  of  the  difficulty  in  providing 
security.  Although  parking  at  the  Eagle  Gate  Plaza  facility  is 
slightly  less  expensive,  it  too  will  be  more  difficult  and 
expensive  to  secure  since  it  is  above  ground.  The  difference  in 
cost  per  stall  does  not  seem  to  justify  the  increased  risk. 

In  view  of  the  above,  SU  still  believes  the  P-3  level  of 
Social  Hall  Plaza  to  be  the  best  option  for  parking,  and  requests 
approval  for  lease  of  the  137  stalls  as  detailed  in  referenced 
communication . 
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STATUS  REPORT  OF  FBI  EFFORTS  IN  SUPPORT  OF 
2002  WINTER  OLYMPIC  GAMES,  SALT  LAKE  CITY,  UTAH 
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In  February  2002,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  will  be  hosting 
the  Olympic  and  Paralympic  Winter  Games . The  Salt  Lake  City  FBI 
Division  has  been  actively  preparing  for  this  event.  Prior 
terrorist  attacks  at  the  Munich  and  Atlanta  Olympic  Games  have 
increased  the  need  to  be  fully  prepared  for  possible  terrorist 
activity  prior  to  and  during  the  Salt  Lake  City  Olympic  Games. 

The  remote  locations  of  many  of  the  events  and  the  large  number 
of  high-ranking  international  officials  and  athletes  increase  the 
risk  and  consequences  of  an  incident  occurring.  Therefore, 
security  planning  and  coordination  are  integral  to  holding  a 
successful  Olympic  Games. 

There  are  a number  of  laws  and  statutes  that  require 
FBI  involvement  in  the  security  of  the  Olympic  Games.  First, 
Presidential  Decision  Directive  62  (PDD-62)  designates  the  FBI  as 
the  lead  agency  for  intelligence,  crisis  management,  hostage 
rescue,  and  counterterrorism  for  National  Security  Special  Events 
(NSSE)  . In  July  1999,  the  2002  Winter  Olympic  Games  was 
designated  an  NSSE  due  to  the  large  number  of  international 
spectators,  athletes,  and  diplomats  that  are  attracted  to  the 
games.  PDD-39  and  the  Anti -Terrorism  and  Effective  Death  Penalty 
Act  of  1996  similarly  place  the  responsibility  of  investigating 
and  countering  federal  acts  of  terrorism  upon  the  FBI.  Finally, 
a number  of  federal  statutes  relating  to  Olympic  Security,  such 
as  the  protection  of  foreign  officials,  kidnaping,  espionage.

It  is  the  property  of  the  FBI  and  is  loaned  to  your  agency;  it  and  its 
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sabotage  and  assaulting  a federal  officer,  assign  jurisdiction  to 
the  FBI. 


OLYMPIG  PLANNING 

Currently,  the  Salt  Lake  City  Division  has  been 
actively  involved  in  preparing  for  the  Olympic  Games.  The  FBI  is 
a member  of  the  Utah  Olympic  Public  Safety  Command  (UOPSC]  I 


| This  interaction  allows 

the  FBI  to  coordinate  and  communicate  with  the  state  and  local 
members  who  will  share  in  the  responsibilities  of  maintaining 
reasonable  security  during  this  event.  Additionally,  the' FBI  has 
provided  a full-time  planner  to  the  UOPSC  to  ensure  that  the  FBI 
is  fully  integrated  in  the  daily  planning  effort.  It  is 
anticipated  that  the  Olympic  Squad  will  be  moving  from  their 
present  location  in  the  Salt  Lake  City  FBI  Headquarters  Office  to 
FBI -leased  space  on  the  6 th  floor  of  Social  Hall  Plaza.  The  new 
space,  which  the  FBI  is  paying  over  90%  of  the  lease  and 
renovation  costs,  will  allow  enough  room  for  the  expansion  that 
will  occur  prior  to  the  Olympics. 


OLYMPIC  JOINT  OPERATIONS  CENTER 


The  fifth  floor  of  150  Social  Hall  Plaza  will  be 
occupied  by  the  Olympic  Joint  Operations  Center  (JOC) . From  the 
JOC,  Olympic  public  safety  will  be  coordinated.  The  FBI  Olympic 
Squad  will  be  in  close  proximity  to  the  JOC,  UOPSC  and  other 
Olympic  public  safety  offices,  which  will  also  be  located  on  the 
5th  Floor.  | 


This  proximity  will  facilitate  better  communication  and 
interaction  between  the  FBI  and  other  federal,  state  and  local 
law  enforcement  entities. 
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OLYMPIC  JOINT  TERRORISM  TASK  FORCE 


In  response  to  its  duties  as  lead  counterterrorist 
agency,  the  Salt  Lake  City  Division  has  submitted  a proposal  to 
create  an  Olympic  Joint  Terrorism  Task  Force  (OJTTF) . The  OJTTF 
will  be  located  on  the  6th  floor  of  the  Social  Hall  Plaza  and 
would  provide  multi-agency  investigative  capability  and  resources

for  federal,  state,  and  local  agencies  to  deter,  prevent,  and 
respond  to  terrorism  prior,  during,  and  after  the  Olympics.  It 
is  anticipated  that  the  OJTTF  will  be  operational  in  January 
2000 . 


CRISIS  MANAGEMENT /TACTICAL  RESPONSE 

The  Salt  Lake  City  Division  is  in  the  process  of 
updating  their  crisis  management  capabilities  in  preparation  for 
the  Olympic  Games . A Critical  Incident  Command  Post  will  be 
located  on  the  6th  floor  of  Social  Hall  Plaza,  from  which  FBI 
operations  can  be  handled  during  a crisis.  The  crisis  management 
plans  for  the  Division  are  also  being  updated  to  include  a crisis 
management  center  in  the  Salt  Lake  City  Headquarters  office.  In 
addition  to  its  responsibility  to  handle  hostage  rescue,  the  FBI 
has  also  been  requested  to  provide  tactical  first  response  at  all 
Olympic  venue  sites  should  an  incident  occur  during  the  Olympics. 
SWAT  and  HRT  squads  have  been  preparing  for  operations  during  the 
Winter  Olympics.  There  have  also  been  increased  coordination  and 
staffing  for  WMD  and  EOD  programs. 


OLYMPIC  NATIONAL  SECURITY  INTELLIGENCE  CENTER 


Finally,  an  Intelligence  Center  will  also  be  created 
and  located  next  to  the  OJTTF.  This  center  will  support  the 
OJTTF  and  the  FBI 1 s efforts  in  preventing  possible  acts  of 

terrorism.  There  will  be  participation  from  other  federal 

intelligence-gathering  agenciesl 
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| it  is  anticipated  tnat  tne 

Intelligence  Center  will  be  operational  in  the  year  2001. 


EXERCISES  AND  TRAINING 


The  FBI  has  also  been  involved  in  interagency  exercises 
in  preparation  for  the  Olympic  Games.  In  July,  the  FBI  hosted 
table  top  exercises  for  the  UOPSC  at  the  FBI  Academy,  in 
Quant ico,  Virginia.  These  exercises  laid  the  groundwork  for 
future  cooperation  and  communication  between  UOPSC  member 
agencies,  in  particular  by  familiarizing  participants  with  multi- 
agency command  and  control  issues  and  response  to  acts  or  threats 
of  terrorism  directed  at  the  Olympic  Games.  With  the  help  of 
contract  presenters,  various  issues  and  concerns  were  effectively 
raised  regarding  preparation  for  the  2002  Winter  Olympics. 


Moreover,  the  exercises  helped  to  present  federal  capabilities, 
resources  and  contacts  to  the  state  and  local  officials.  The  FBI 
is  planning  to  coordinate  further  training,  including  a Command 
Post  Exercise  (CPX)  and  a Field  Training  Exercise  (FTX)  during 
the  next  year. 
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In  order  to  ensue  that  these  suggestions  are  seriously  considered  as  Games  plans  develop,
